Th e Jap anese officials, rep ort- 
ely acting on orders from Toky o, 
decreed th a t all Jap anese Na­ 
tionals m ust quit Hankow be­ 
fore noon Sunday , leaving ad­ 
m inistration of th e Jap anese 
concession to Ch inese auth ori­ 
ties. 
Alth ough Hankow is h undreds 
of miles south of th e north ern 
Ch ina h ostilities, Jap anese h ave 
ex p ressed ap p reh ension for th e 
safety of h er citizens in central 
Ch ina, 
asserting 
th a t 
large 
bodies of Ch inese soldiery were 
concentrated in th e region. 
O th er cities along th e great 
Yangtze waterway to th e sea 
h ave been evacuated by th e 
Jap anese 
as

measure. 
Th e order m eant th e rem ain­ 
ing Jap anese community , num ­ 
bering several h undred p ersons 
and an estimated 400 m arines 
and soldiers, would board sh ip 
for th e coast in an unp aralleled 
abandonm ent of a long-estab­ 
lish ed colony h ere. 
Th e wh olesale with drawal was

ASKING DAD FOR MONEY 
, 
—IT’S AN OLD STORY 


Lancaster, Pa., (JF) —Colleg e 
stu dents wrote home for money 
In 178 8 . 
Dr. H. M. J. Klein, p rofessor of 
history a t Frank lin and Marshall 
colleg e, fou nd a letter written 
one y ear after the colleg e was 
fou nded in which the stu dent 
made an ap p eal to his father for 
fu nds. 
The father was Peter Rhoads, 
Sr., member of the Pennsy lv ania 
Assembly . 
The req u est was written by 
Rhoads, Jr., who was g radu ated 
from Frank lin and Marshall in 
1790, and later became p resident 
of the Northamp ton bank . 
The son wrote: 
“Dear Father:— 
You r fav or of the 13th last I 
receiv ed on the 8 th. . . Gibson’s 
su rv ey ihg is not immediately 
necessary , bu t it 
(the book ) 
wou ld g reatly assist me. In this 
y ou may p lease y ou rself, and I 
am satisfied. I will, with the help 
of God, learn that the money 
y ou hav e adv anced me shall not 
be lo st.”

FITE OF JUDGE IS 


STILL MYSTERY IS 


SEVEN YEARS PASS 


New York, Au g. 6 ( JP)—The 
shadowy figu re of Su preme Cou it 
Ju stice 
Joseph 
Force 
Crater, 
missing for sev en y ears, drifted 
today into the eerie “half world” 
of the legal dead. 
His fate—whether mu rdered, a 
su icide, a v ictim of amnesia, or 
a fu gitiv e from fears connected 
with his 
political 
career—re­ 
mains one of the most bafflng 
enigmas in New York crime an­ 
nals. 
If aliv e, the brilliant bu t ec­ 
centric ju rist has u ntil this ev e­ 
ning to step forth and reclaim 
his identity . 
For it was on Au gu st 6, 19 30, 
sev en y ears ago tonight, that 
Ju stice Crater arose from a gay 
dinner with friends at a Times 
Squ are restau rant, stepped alone 
into a waiting tax icab and rode 
away into the darkness. 
Ev er since, inv estigators hav e 
searched to the fou r corners of 
the world. Clu e after clu e has 
been hu nted down, in v ain. 
Today his wife, or widow, Mrs. 
RtPlla M. Crater, prepared to go 
into cou rt to hav e him declared 
legally dead—u nder the “Enoch 
Arden” law which deriv es from 
Alfred Lord Tenny son’s poem ol 
the ship-wrecked mariner who 
retu rned from an absence of 
many y ears to find his wife re­ 
married and the mother of an­ 
other m an’s child. 
My steriou s as was the disap­ 
pearance of 
Ju stice 
Crater— 
with its nev er clearly defined 
hints of lethal political intrigu e 
and the dignified Tammy ju rist’s 
known association with charac­ 
ters on the “gay white way ”— 
parallel cases still claim atten­ 
tion. 
Perhaps the most celebrated 
was the disappearance of Dor­ 
othy Arnold, Bry n Mawr gradu ­ 
ate and dau ghter of wealthy afid 
socially prominent parents, on 
December 12, 19 10. 
Then 25, apparently withou t a 
care in the world, Miss Arnold 
dropped from sight after pu r­ 
chasing a book entitled “An En­ 
gaged Girl’s Letters” at a Fifth 
Av enu e bookstore. Her father 
spent a fortu ne in a world-wide 
search for her. 
Baffling too, was the case of 
Dr. Charles Brancati, wealthy 
Italian phy sician and stock brok­ 
er, who walked ou t of his “home 
in historic Gou v erneu r Morris 
Mansion, in the Bronx , on No­ 
v ember 19, 19 28, and was nev er 
seen again. 
In recent mou ths, the still u n­ 
solv ed case of Mrs. Alice McDon- 
nel Parsons, 38, socialite wife of 
a Stony %rook, Long 
Island, 
squ ab 
farmer, engaged 
large 
forces of police and 
federal 
agents in a widespread search. 
In the Crater case, inv estigat­ 
ors fou nd Npiy riad reasons to su p­ 
port any one of half a dozen 
theories. Mrs. Crater herself de­ 
clared, in a recent interv iew: 
“I am conv inced Joe is dead.” 
Following her hu sband’s dis­ 
appearance, 
after 
detectiv es 
were su pposed to hav e made a 
thorou gh search of her New York 
apartment for clu es, Mrs. Crater 
came down from her su mmer 
cottage at Belgade Lakes, Me., 
and said she fou nd nearly $7,000 
in cash in a dresser drawer in 
the apartment. 
Pinned to the money , she said, 
was a note in her hu sband’s 
handwriting which read: “Am 
v ery weary . Lov e. Joe.”

BIDS ADE ISKED ON 


STATE HIGHWAY WORK

Bids on highway improv ement 
and bridge and grade separation 
constru ction in nine cou nties, 
will be opened Tu esday , Au gu st 
24, by the State Highway Com­ 
mission, Earl Crawford, chair­ 
man, reported today . The nine 
projects hav e an estimated cost 
of $6 30,500, part of which will be 
paid from federal-aid and part 
from state fu nds. 
Inclu ded in the projects on 
which bids are asked is the re­ 
placement of three grade separ­ 
ations and two bridges by new 
stru ctu res, drainage work on 
highway s in three cou nties, pav l 
ing gaps and relocations and 
su rfacing. Three of the highway 
projects—the pav ing 
of 
gaps 
and relocations on Road 30, 
northwest from Colu mbia City , 
grading and su rfacing on Road 6 2 
northeast of Leav enworth and 
widening and sewer constru ction 
on Road 6 6 at Ev ansv ille, are 
being resu bmitted for bids. 
Other highway projects 
on 
which bids are asked inclu de 
drainage work on Road -135, 
sou th of Morgantown where a 
spring has cau sed slides which 
hav e taken ou t a side of the fill, 
and the installation of a sewer 
along Road 43 at Michigan City . 
The letting also inclu des re­ 
qu ests for bids on three grade 
separations: one on Road 21 ov er 
the C. & O. railroad, sou theast 
of Richmond; one on Road 13 
ov er the Erie railroad, sou th of 
North Manchester, and a third 
on Road 27 ov er B. & O. rail­ 
road, sou theast of Liberty . Each 
stru ctu re will replace a narrow, 
hazardou s ov erhead bridge, hav ­ 
ing hazardou s approaches. The 
project on Road 27, where the 
stru ctu re is being relocated to 
eliminate sharp cu rv es, also in­ 
clu des replacement of a bridge 
ov er Hannah Creek as a part of 
the 
improv ement. 
The 
other 
bridge on which bids are asked, 
is to replace a stru ctu re on Road 
26 ov er Honey Creek, at Ru ssia- 
v ille, which was washed ou t by 
high waters. 
The three grade separatio ns 
are a part o f the 19 3 8 pro gram 
o f the State Highway Co mmis­ 
sio n and will be financed with 
federal funds made av ailable fo r 
such co nstructio n. Bo th bridges 
will be financed with state funds. 
State funds will also finance all 
highway drainage and impro v e 
ment pro jects in the letting wi

Madrid (A5)—You can’t name a 
hero on the fast-fly ing loy alist 
air force. 
For one thing, the gov ern­ 
ment scru pu lou sly gu ards 
the 
names of its fly ers, many of 
whom are still in their teens. 
For another, air battles no 
more are the gloriou s affray s of 
the World war, when a Ricken- 
backer or a Richthofen cou ld sin­ 
gle ou t an enemy and send him 
crashing to the grou nd. 
As seen from Madrid, they re­ 
semble nav al combats. Squ ad­ 
rons of from half a dozen to as 
many as 50 planes go against 
enemy squ adrons. They maneu v ­ 
er for position. When a ship is 
brou ght down it is not so mu ch 
the prowess of the indiv idu al pil­ 
ots as the swift interv ention of 
other planes at the right mo­ 
ment.

Senate Chieftains F e a r 
Amendments Will Kill 
Bill in Ho use 


Washington, Au g. 6 ( JP) - r 
The 
senate pasesd the Wagner low- 
cost hou sing bill today with 
amendments which sponsors of 
the legislation predicted wou ld 
kill or paraly ze its $700,000,000 
program. 
Administration senators, in­ 
clu ding the co-au thor of the bill, 
Senator Wagner 
(D„ N. Y.), 
fou ght v ainly against an amend­ 
ment to restrict the cost of proj­ 
ects to $4,000 a family or $1,000 a 
room. 
Another major change the sen­ 
ate made in the measu re pro­ 
v ides that administration of the 
program be u nder the interior 
department. A third requ ires that 
local commu nities pu t u p fiv e per 
cent of constru ction cost and 
contribu te fiv e per cent of an an­ 
nu al su bsidy . Originally , the bill 
called for the federal loans and 
su bsidies to meet the fu ll cost of 
projects. 
The $700,000,000 program is to 
ex tend ov er a three-y ear period. 
An initial appropriation of $26 ,- 
000,000 is proposed. 
The measu re now goes to the 
hou se. 
While the senate was disposing 
of the hou sing bill, the hou se 
passed 
another 
controv erted 
measu re — a su gar control bill 
which President Roosev elt has 
declared he will v eto. 
Hou se leaders pledged swift 
action on general crop control 
legislation at the nex t regu lar 
session of congress. They op­ 
posed a special session in mid- 
October, which 40 senators hav e 
adv ocated to consider a farm bill. 
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WHO WON THE WAR? 
Exercise in connection with th e dedication of 
the M ontfaucon m em orial to American troops 
wh o fell in th e M euse-Argonne offensive were 
m arked by a note of generosity and of fairness 
by no m eans ch aracteristic of th e attitude of 
Allied leaders tow ard American participation in 
the World War. 
M arsh al Petain, it is true, h as been consistent­ 
ly appreciative of th e im portance of American 
aid a t a most critical period of th e Allies’ for­ 
tunes. 
It is, neverth eless, gratify ing to h ear 
again from h is lips th e tribute of a m an wh o 
ranks only second to M arsh al Foch among th e 
great leaders of French forces. 
Th ough tful Americans h ave never claimed 
th a t American arm ies won th e World War. It 
is impossible to dismiss ligh tly th e long y ears of 
gruelling battle th a t preceded American en­ 
trance into th e war and to m aintain th a t Amer­ 
ican forces ach ieved victory because th ey turned 
th e tide in th e Allies’ favor. 
M arsh al Petain concedes justly and gener­ 
ously , h owever, th a t th e war could not h ave been 
won by th e Allies w ith out th e timely American 
aid. Th e Italians h ad suffered ignominious de­ 
feat along th e Piave. 
W ith in a few tragic day s 
th e B ritish h ad lost all of th e ground gained 
after th ree y ears of h eartbreaking sacrifice.

Carl Holderman, regional di­ 
rector of the C. I. O.’s tex tile 
workers organizing committee, 
said a strike wou ld affect 4,000 
workers in New Jersey and 40,000 
in the cou ntry on a conserv ativ e 
estim ate. 
The m eeting was ordered when 
the m anu factu rers failed to sign 
an 
agreem ent 
y esterday , the 
deadline set by the C, I. O. 
The strike, Holderm an said, 
“will become effectiv e sim u ltan­ 
eou sly in ev ery silk produ cing 
mill in the cou ntry .” The C. I. O. 
demands, a closed shop, 40 hou r 
week, 10 to 20 per cent wage in­ 
creases, $15 weekly m inim u m for 
au x iliary help, $18 minimu m for 
weav ers, sole collectiv e bargain­ 
ing rights and seniority rights.
